First—We stand for the Imnartia! en- 
forcement of the laws against: crime 
of every description, and espectatiy 
those laws against gambling, vote buv- 
ing, vote selling, eflther direcetlv or in- 
directiy. the sale or barter of liquor as 
inhibited by the present state prohibi- 
tion law, and all laws looking to the 
moral welfare of our city. without fear. 
favor. reward, Or the hope thereof. 

Second—We stand for a clean. just 
and righteous administration of our 
county and municipal affairs at the 
hands of our public servants, and for 
a campaign of education bv this league 
in this community toward a due re- 
spect for the law and a growing senti- 
ment against lawlessness of every kind 
on the part of our citizens, and a fear- 
less and impartial enforcement bv the 
officers of the law.

The next speaker was Hon. Hooper 
Alexander, of DeKalb county. Mr.

in Atlanta. 

During the course of his remarks Mr. 
Alexander said that there was now in 
Atlanta a “flagrant and insolent de- 
fiance of the prohibition law.”’ He 
Said that whisky, wine and beer were 
being openly sold. 

“There is nothing said in the prohi- 
bition law,” stated Mr. Alexander, 
“about any per cent of alcohol in 
drinks that are sold.

On Saturday afternoon, following 
a long conference by the third commit- 
tee of the kind appointed, word quick- 
ly went through the capitol that al] the 
details of an agreement had been 
worked out.

What course future legislation wi}]l 
take is problematica]. The house on 
Saturday declined even to allow the 
Felder convict bil] to be read for the 
first time. hey were weary of speech- 
making and suggested legislation. They 
had expressed their views, reached an 
agreement that was satisfactory to an 
overwhelming majority of the members 
and they wanted to go home. 

In the senate the same apirit was 
nyanifest. Senator Felder, who has 
been in practical charge of the senate 
compromise bill, will fight to the ut- 
most any suggestion that convicts may 
be leased afte® March 31i next. It is 
believed that his influence was responsi- 
ble for the change in sentiment on the 
part of the senate conferees on Satur- 
day night. 

The house conferees had submitted to 
the senate conferees a proposition ac- 
cepting their ultimatum to end the 
lease system on March 3!, 1909, if it 
could be done. If there were not funds 
enough in the treasury at the disposal 
of the governor, they suggested that 
the only practical plan would be to 
lease a smal] number of convicts for 
one year in order that the fund for 
employing the larger number of con. 
victs might be secured. 

In other words, the senate plan wag to 
be followed if it was found practicable. 
If the plan wouldn't work, the house 
alternative of leasing a small number 
in order to get funds to maintain the 
balance, was to be employed. This wag 
first agreed to and later rejected. Sum 
total of the day’s work—nothing.

The Constitution notes with the keenest interest and will watch with 
entire approval the progress toward successful culmination of the ambitious 
cotton selling pian adopted by the national convention of the Farmers’ union 
at its recent convention in Fort Worth, Texas. 

The’ adoption of this program is an epoch-making achievement. 
cessful execution will bring phenomenal benefits to the cotton farmers of 
the south and to every southern industry that measures its success by the 
fluctuations in cotton—and that means all. 

The crusade of the Farmers’ union is directed primarily against the 
cotton exchanges of this country. 

They wish to eliminate from the cotton business the grafters and 
gamblers, who live by their wits and profit from the credulity of a spec- 
ulative mad public. 

They wish to remove from the pathway of cotton the incubus of the 


Its suc- 


cotton exchange. 

They wish to blot out an organized band of plunderers who have no 
logical place in the field of legitimate business. 

They wish to close up and abolish the exploiters who take none of the 
honest risks of production while sharing unduly in the profits therefrom. 
They wish to put an end to a national gambling evil that is a temptation 


to the public, a corrupter of morals and a menace to honest business. 

They wish to eradicate, root and branch, a species of business which, 
unrelated to the legitimate industry of growing and marketing cotton, would 
make every participant liable to punishment under the laws against gambling. 

Ibe only possible excuse for the existence of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change as now conducted is the reasonable excuse that MIDDLEMEN ARE 
ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY in the conduct of the cotton business. 

The Farmers’ union recognizes this. They now propose to supply these 
middlemen from their own ranks. To state it briefly, a commission com- 
posed of twelve members, one from each of the cotton growing states, will 
be organized with headquarters at Memphis. They will deal on behalf of 
the union with cotton spinners at home and abroad. This commission will 
have the exclusive control of cotton stored in the string of union warehouses 
extending across the cotton belt. 

Warehouse certificates issued by this association will mean something. 
They will be negotiable paper. Already the Mississippi Bankers’ Association 
has agreed to advance 60 per cent of the market price of cotton on such 
certificates. Other southern banking associations will no doubt do likewise. 

In dealing with the spinners of the world, the commission will guarantee 
delivery at the time and in the lots and grades demanded by the trade, just 
as is now done by private cotton brokers and cotton commission merchants. 

In guaranteeing contracts they will have behind them the strongest or- 
ganization of cotton producers ever organized in the history of the world. 
Such an organization*Tien the plan of selling is finally perfected, will be 
an infinitely safer one to deal with than cotton exchange brokers who are 
at any moment apt to go upon the rocks of speculative, failure. 

When this system of conducting the cotton business is in smooth work- 


ing order, the benefits to the whole cotton trade will be enormous. The le-

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GOOD SIGNS IN THE EAST. 


Undoubted confirmation of a rapid. returning commercial 
comes, from day to day, from almost every section of the country. 

We have called repeated attention to the indications seen around us in 
the south, here at our very doors. 

The soil has yielded an abundance the like of which has never been 
known before, and the aftermath of the panic is unquestionably a demand 
tor all products which were sparingly consumed while its influence was felt. 

The freight car excess has so steadily and rapidly diminished that early 
car shortage is now predicted, and the railroads of the country are almost 
upon the threshold of the greatest traffic movement the country has ever 
known. 

Mills and factories are everywhere resuming, preparatory to the demand 
which has been abundantly foreshadowed and will soon be upon them. 

Recent optimistic report comes from New England where the cotton 
mills are rapidly turning on the steam and calling their vast forces of em- 
ployees into action. 

Fire and Fabric, a well-known textile publication of Boston, thus edito- 
rially summarizes the situation as seen from that standpoint: 


It is pleasant to record the numerous reope nings of mills, some of which are 
resuming #iis week or will resume next week after quite extended shut-downs. 
The industria! horizon is slowly growing more promising—not as rapidly as 
many had hoped, it is true, but none the less surely. 

The contrast between the present time and a few months ago is quite 
merked. In the late spring and early part of the summer most of the reports 
which came in to us were of shyt-downs or curtailments. But now most of the 
advices received are just the reverse, as in the case of Adams. Mass.. and sev- 
cral other points, including Lowell and a number of places in Rhode Island. 
We expect that September will show a distinct improvement over August, 
both in the demand for fabrics and in the amount of textile machinery running. 


These are good signs from the east, usually the tardiest in its response 
to commercial] and financial revival. 

But now New England is coming along with the rest of the country. 
The song of its wheels is heard again and they sing of undoubted prosperity. 

It is a surer sign than others, for eastern cautiousness waits till doubt 
is past. 

The panic has but served to strengthen the foundations. and the nation is 
now upon the verge of an era of substantial prosperity such as it has not 
known heretofore.

This’ is the day we, as public-spirited citizens, are pleased to 
recognize in honor of-labor, and to shdw our respects to those or- 
ganizations that represent labor. I have not the honor of belonging, © 
to the organization, but every man respects them, and I often think 
that they little know. the power they have to mold public opinion 
in right directions when they keep clear of political pitfalls. Not 
so hard to steer clear of these pitfalls either, for they are all easy 
to see. : 

Some of-us who look back over labor movements for two or 
three decades can remember more than one earnest and honest man 
who gave-his best of life that he had to give to the cause he loved. 

There was John L. Hays, for instance: not a fiber in him but 
was honest, judgment mistaken at times, it may be, not infallible, but 
where is the man that is? From my own personal knowledge I am 
writing, for | remember when he could have had-thousands by sac-- , 
rificing those with him, but he was loyal to those who trusted him, 
and | know. 

I feel I have some right to write as I do, for I have put in prac- 
tice for 25 years what I believe to be right, the eight-hour system, 
where I have employed labor, and do not want any office for it either. 

But it seems to me labor organizations sometimes forget their 
duties in the direction of helping to mold and guide public opinion. 

Take the matter of public health—every man knows that the. 
most important public question today is the prevention of disease. 
Doctors realize it and the public must be made to realize it. The daily 
press of Atlanta are urging the need of proper extensions of sewers 
and other public works that go to the lessening of mortality as well 
as to the material prosperity of the city. 

Labor organizations can help mightily in advancing these public 
improvements. 

I know, for I remember the time when | called on them for help 
in this direction and got it. 

But my life work is not in furthering the aims of labor or in tak- 
ing part in an organized effort to prevent disease, though I recognize 
its importance and always give it my moral support; but my work is 
rather to cure, and to cure those cases that the general practitioner 
cannot give the time and attenticn to that he might wish to do. In 
consequence, thousands, of these cases have drifted into the hands of 
quacks and grafters, both in and out of the advertising field.

Twelve years ago the United States 
road office estimated the cost of haul- 
ing on country roads at 946,000,000, 
which was more than a third of the 
proceeds of all the crops at that time, 

Inquiries made by United States con- 
suls in European countries indicate 
that the average cost of hapling in 
France and other countries of good 
roads is eight cents per ton per mile. 
That is to say. while railway trans- 
portation is cheaper in this than any 
other country, hauling costs three times 
as much on the average American road 
as it does on the average road in 
Europe. 

This low cost is approximated on the 
best American roads, such as there are 
in some parts of Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, New York, California ang Ohio, 
and a few southern counties like Ful- 
ton.
